Up to 
date 1,100 men have applied for work, 
and It Is estimated that not more than 
S50 have been supplied with employ- 
ment. 
Saturday's meeting was attended ex- 


clusively by Amalgamated association 
members, much to the chagrin and dis- 
appointment of the sympathetic me- 
chanics who were turned aside. They 
turned to their home in silence, hope 
dead within them. The meeting was 
not a large one, and considerable sur- 
nrlse attended the announcement ol 
the resignation of Chairman Crawford. 


When his resignation had been ac- 


cepted, a striker arose and moved that 
the lockout be declared at an end, and 
that the men be allowed to seek em- 
ployment in the Homestead mill. Dis- 
cussion ol this question continued un- 
til 6 o'clock, when the meeting ad- 
lourned without result.

MEMPHIS, Nov. 21.—The steamer Rosa 


Lee was burned at the wharf yesterday 
morning at C o'clock. The boat had 
got in from Ashport at 5:30, and the 
officers were leaving her when tho cry 
of fire was raised. The officer of the

awakened the passengers,

above the deck got out safely. Chicl 
Engineer Bailey attempted » similar 
duty below the decks and thirty pas- 
sengers came ashore. A number of 
laboring men got on the boat at Ash- 
port, and they were soon 
beastly 


drunk. It is thought that four of 
these men were burned to death, as tho 
engineer was not abl« to rouse them. 


The stern of tho boat swung around 


and it was thought for a few minutes 
that the vessel would break away and 
drift against other vessels in the har- 
bor, but a current of wind drove her 
shoreward. 
The boat was consumed, all but tlio 


hull, in thirty minutes 
It is thought 


that the fire was caused by one of the 
laborers from Ashport 
dropping- a 


match among the cotton. 


The Rosa Lee was one of the Leo 


line, owned and operated by Capt 
James Lee & Son. She was build five 
years ago at a cost of $70,000 and placed 
in the cotton trade. The loss is com- 
plete with only 827,000 insurance. Her 
manifest consisted of 397 bales of cot- 
ton and 2,000 sacks of cotton seed 
wortli $25,000. The cotton was covered 
by open policies at $40 per bale Yes- 
terday afternoon search was made for 
the four men thought to be lost in tho 
fire, but none wore found.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 21.—Paymaster 


Stewart, chief of the bureau of sup- 
plies and accounts of the navy depart- 
ment, shows 'how, under the now sys- 
tem of handling naval stores, vast ac- 
cumulations of supplies are being re- 
duced at the rate of 626,000,000 in two 
years.

TWO DEAD IHD TWO WOUNDED. 


Henry Seigler Goes Gunning for Gore | 


—Kills the Old Man and Woman

Then he raised the 'liotgun and point- 
ing the barrel almost directly against 
her left breast fired before she could 
offer any resistance.

Christian Soldiers," Wm. MoNeill was 
introduced as representing the Endeavor 
movement. He baaed his remarks on 
the words, "Work out ycur own salva- 
tion," and first called attention to the 
possessive part o! his text. 
He then 


said: It is no small thing to be a Chris- 
tian. It is the biggest thing in the uni- 
verse to be a Christian. Voltaire said it 
was a preposterous thing to believe that 
one man oonld redeem the whole world 
from sin. and that twelve ignorant men 
should be given the 
commission to 


preach the gospel unto all the world. 
He gloried in the fact that there are more 
Christian people to-day thangever before, 
and thanked God that Voltaire was dead, 
He warned young men against the out- 
side evidences of Christianity. They had 
raised more doubts and dogmaa and con- 
flicting doctrines in his mind than any- 
thing else. The plaoe to find evidences 
of the divinity ot ohristianty is on the 
pages and between the lids of the Bible 
—nowhere else. He said there was no 
use oC any yonng man being weak- 
kneed; if he was so, he willed it so. Mr. 
MoNeill is an earnest speaker, and was 
listened to intently throughout.

The Misguided Men, Without Employ- 


ment, Wiihout Means, With No 


Prospect ol Securing Work. Con- 


template a Struggle (or Life. 


HOMESTEAD, Pa., Nov. 21.—The great 


Homentoad 
strike, or lookout, was 


brought to an end yesterday morning 
at a meeting presided over by Richard 
Hotehkiss, the new chairman of the 
strikers' advisory board. 
Secretary 


Kilgalleu, Vice-President Carney and 
Treasurer Madden, national officers of 
the Amalgamated association, were 
present. Tho lockout had reached its 
one hundred and forty-fourth day. Its 
history H known the world over. 


The vote that opened the Homestead 


steel works to Amalgamated men stood 
101 to 91. Tho meeting was a red-hot 
one all the way through, and at one 
time it looked as if Burgess HollinRS- 
hcad would have to assert his official 
authority to prevent serious conflict. 
Charges and countercharges were the 
order of the day. 


Newspaper representatives were ex- 


cluded, but the information is reliable 
that those wishing to declare the mill 
open barely succeeded in carry ing their 
point. 


Now that the a^cmy is over the men 


are not backward about expressing 
their opinions of the men who have 
posed as leaders, confidentially prom- 
ising a victory when they know for a 
certairty that the battle waSj hope- 
lessly lost. It is expected that the 
amalgamated men will join in the rush 
for positions. 
According to Superin- 


tendent Wood of the Homestead works 
not more than 800 or 900 of the total 
number of old employes will be able to 
secure employment. 


Before the break of last Thursday 


there were left in Homestead about 
a,800 of the original 3,800 men who 
were locked out on the 25th day of 
June. Of these 2,800 men S,200 men 
were mechanics and laborers, and 600 
Amalgamated association men. Up to 
date 1,100 men have applied for work, 
and It Is estimated that not more than 
850 have been supplied with employ- 
ment. 


Saturday's meeting was attended ex- 


clusively by Amalgamated association 
members, much to the chagrin and dis- 
appointment of the sympathetic me- 
chanics who wore turned aside. They 
turned to their home in silence, hope 
dead within them. The meeting was 
not a larg"e one, and considerable sur- 
prise attended the announcement of 
the resignation of Chairman Crawford. 


When his resignation had been ac- 


cepted, a striker arose and moved that 
the lockout be declared at an end, and 
that the men be allowed to seek em- 
ployment In the Homestead mill. Dis- 
cussion of this question continued un- 
til 8 o'clock, when the meeting ad- 
journed without result. 
Yesterday 


morning the same question was taken 
up, but those lor and against it were 
afraid to force the question to a vote, 
so evenly were they divided. 


Only abont S00 men attended jester- 


day's 
meeting. 
Those opposed 
to 


bringing the fight to an end struggled 
hard to prevent a ballot, pleading, 
arguing and predicting the disintegra- 
tion of the Amalgamated association in 
the event of such action. Those ipatri 
otic steel workers who repeatedly have 
stated that they would prefer naked 
ness and starvation rather than ac* 
knowledge defeat were in the minority 
and they knew It They pleaded with 
their brethren to stand firm to show 
the world that they had not forgotten 
the men who were lying in prison cells 
awaiting trial. 


4t was of no avail. The question was 


put and the vote was a standing one. 
When 
Vice-President 
Carney 
an- 


nounced the result there was no joy- 
ous outburst There was no demon- 
stration as that following the vote of 
the 
mechanics declaring themselves 


inde pendent of the Amalgamated asso- 
ciation. Fora few minutes the men 
sat and stared at each other. Then 
followed angry denunciations. 


The men slowly left the hall in twos 


and threes. They seemed loth to leave 
the building, the very rafters of which 
have quivered with the declarations 
made a thousand times that victory 
was theirs U they would only be pa- 
t!«nt._

men stood In small groups about the 
•treats, discussing the

rific, and a dozen cars were smashed 
to kindling wood. The bodies of Beau- 
champ and Otto were taken from the 
debris terribly mangled, and Obitz was 
found crushed between the boiler and 
tender of his engine.

Best, who were on tho eogine with 
Obitz, managed to crawl from the 
wreck unassisted, though both were 
badly crushed and scalded by the steam 
that rushed from the broken pipes. 


Immediately after the disaster the 


wreckage caught fire and it was only 
by great exertion on the part of rail- 
road men that the flames were pre- 
vented from reaching the forty cars cf 
oil which composed the load on train

Husk has sought to make his fourth 
and last annual report as head of the 
department of agriculture a valuable 
document and has grouped together 
many interesting facts to show the ag- 
ricultural people wo arc and what a 
proper thing it was to make tlio prime 
commissioner of agriculture a cabinet 
officer. lie bays we scut abroad last 
year 8200,000,000 of products more than 
we had to import from foreign nations, 
and 80 per cent, of those products were 
agricultural. 


lie claims some credit for that, be- 


cause he shows an increase oi 40,' 
000,000 pounds weight of pork sent to 
countries 
which formerly excluded 


American pork, and 540,000,000 value 
increase in our exports of live cattle. 
All this comes from the increased pre- 
cautions to secure hcaltlifulness of 
American food products. The regula- 
tions inforced for tlic prevention of 
Texas fever alone have saved cattle- 
growers more than three times the cost 
of running the whole department. 
And as to the suppression of pleuro- 
pneumonia the secretary grows em- 
phatic and eloquent. 


Notwithstanding the assertions to 


the- contrary of wicked and predujiced 
London newspapers, he again declares 
that plcuropneumotiia does not exist 
in the United States 
This result, he 


claims, has beeu obtained ac a cost 
less l)y ?100,000 than was paid out 
by Great liritain during beven years 
as indemnity for slaughtered cattle 
alone. He also points out that tho to- 
tal loss to the cattle-growers of Great 
Britain in deaths ahmc has amounted 
to not less than a half billion of dollars, 
and that this is the only country in 
the world where tlio disease, having 
once gained a foothold, has bc:cn en- 
tirely eradicated. 


He explains why our wheat did not 


realize the big hopes raised by the 
short crops in various, European coun- 
tries in 1891, by'soying1 that those an- 
ticipations of enhanced prices failed to 
take into account the changed condi- 
tions now surrounding the production 
and marketing of tlic world's \vheat 
crop.

bushels, nearly as much as the average 
of the past four years and more than 
the average for the past ten years." 


lie says; "The conditions which, hava 


at last overwhelmed 'cotton grower1) 
nov confront wheat growers. Ilenca 
the American farmer must reduce the 
wheat acreage and so bring production 
down to the normal demand." 


"While insisting that southern cotton 


growers must continue to reduce tha 
acerage of cotton planted, he has some 
encouragement to o_ffer thorn in the 
shape of new varieties of cotton seed. 
He has undertaken experiments with 
imported seed to secure the production 
of a home-grown cotton, which will 
meet all the requirements for which 
Egyptian and other cottons are now 
imported. 


He also wants the United States ta 


raise its own raw silk instead of send- 
ing $25,000,000 a year abroad for tlitJ 
raw material; and he thinks we might 
also save $67,000,000 a year which we 
now spend on imported fibers.

Germans to use our Indian corn. Many 
difficulties have attended the introduc- 
tion of a new food, heretofore gener< 
ally regardcd^in Europe as not suita- 
ble for human consumption.

The stern of the boat swung around 


and it was thought for a few minutes 


t the vessel would break away and, 


drift against other vessels in the har- 
bor, but a current of wind drove her 
shoreward. 


The boat was consumed, all but tho 


iiull, in thirty minutes 
It is thought 


that the fire was caused by one of the 
Laborers from Ashport 
dropping* a 


match among the cotton. 


The Rosa Lee was one of the Leo 


line, owned and operated by Capt. 
James Lee & Son. She was build Gvo 
years ago at a cost of $70,000 and placed 
:n the cotton trade. The loss is com- 
plete with only 827,000 insurance.

manifest consisted of 307 bales of cot- 
ton and 2,000 sacks of cotton seed 
worth $35,000. The cotton was covered 
by open policies at $40 per bale. Yes-

Harmon then knocked him down with 
a chair. But Stewart seemed ?jent on 
a fight and he was knocked down four 
times in succession. 
Harmon then 


tried to escape, but Stewart rose to hia 
iect and rushing to Harmon struck him 
a "blow that almost severed Harmon's 
right arm at tlio shoulder. An artery 
was cut in two and the man bled to 
death in three minutes. 


Stewart ran to a house near and 


washed his hands, and 1ms not been 
seen since. It is thought he is in hid- 
ing, and tho police and several depu- 
tized officers are on a search, There is 
strong talk of a lynching should the 
fellow be caught, Stewart and Har- 
mon arc both colored barbers. The 
home of tho latter was in Kentucky. 


Naval Stores and the Needs of the Bu- 


reau of Supplies. 


N, Nor. 21,—Paymaster 


Stewart, chief of the bureau of sup- 
plies and accounts of the navy depart- 
ment, shows 'how, under the new sys- 
tem of handling naval stores, vast ac- 
cumulations of supplies are being re- 
duced at the rate of 626,000,000 in two 
years.

Some of 
those supplies Have been on hand for 
many years, but cannot be brought 
into use until an appropriation is made 
for that purpose. 


Qen. Stewart recommends that the 


law be amended so as to permit the 
secretary of the navy in his discretion 
to accept a certified check or cash de- 
posit as security for the execution of 
a contract in lieu of a bond with good 
and sufficient sureties, as now required 
by law. 


An appropriation of SJ, 192,040, ho 


says, will be required for naval sup- 
plies for the fiscal year ending Juno 30, 
1894, an increase of $24,200 over the ap- 
propriation for the current year. 


Washington's Social Season Postponed 


on Account of Mrs. Harrison's Death. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 21.—Congress will 


meet in two weeks, and this being tho 
short session, under ordinary condi- 
tions the social season would begin at 
once.

A Peaceful Cottage Turned Into a 


Slaughter Pon. 


TWO DEAD ASD TWO WOUNDED. 


Henry Seiglcr Goes Gunning for Gore 


-Kills the Old Man ond Woman 


and Wounds His Wife—Him- 


self Seriously Wounded.

01 Chicago record no more horrible 
crime nor one accompanied by more 
sensational details than that which 
brought death into a two-story frame 
cottage in tliu northwestern part of 
this city yesterday afternoon. By the 
acts of a man who is said to be Insane a 
double murder wus committed, two peo- 
ple wounded and tho murderer nar- 
rowly escaped violence at the hands of 
a thousand citizens who live near the 
scene of the tragedy. 


Herman Kciglcr n German lived with 


his wife and three children at the resi- 
dence of his wife's parents, Homy and 
Caroline Sik«s 723 North Pauline street. 
Early yesterday morning Sjieglcr began 
making preparations for a hunting 
trip. 
NotMnjf imusmil was noticed 


about ins actions until abont 8 o'clock, 
when, gun in hand, he entered the par- 
lor where his wife and childen were. 
One of the little 
ones saw 
him 


first and 
Ijegvin to scream. 
Mrs. 


Silcb, the mother-in-law, hurried into 
the room, and as she cnt orcd Sclglcr 
attempted to elevate the gun as though 
he intended to shoot her. 
She rushed 


up to him, and throwing her arms 
about his neck, tried to take the gun 
from him. "Keep 
awayl 
God is 


with me," 
shouted Seigler, as he 


pushed tho woman 
aside violently. 


Then he raised the Oiotgun and point- 
ing the barrel almost directly against 
her left breast fired before she could 
offer any resistance. She sank to tho 
floor dead. 


Mrs. 
Sicglcr, in the meantime, had 


carried the children to the house of a 
neighbor, and on returning encoun- 
tered her hnsb.uid, who fired at her, 
several of tho shots taking effect in her 
neck and Tere.ist. 
Tho noiso down 


stall's aroused Mr, Silos, and he de- 
scended into Uiu hallway. 
As ho 


stepped from the lower step Seigler 
met him. 
Again raising1 tho gun, 


which he had previously reloaded, bo 
fired, Mr. Siles receiving the full charge 
lit close range. 


It is believed that Seigler then dis- 


charged tlic ollii-r barrel of his gun in 
his fafcli<?r-in-hu\ S face, for portions of 
his neck and right cheek \vcro torn 
away. By this time a crowd had gath- 
ered oulskle, and as Officer Simonson 
came up. Siller appeared in tho 
doorway. The people fell back, and

revolver 


ho 
ordered 
Siegler 
to

render. The hitter's rep!jr was a shot 
from his f^nti, but he shot high. Sim- 
onson returned the fire, and Seigler 
stag-gered luck with a bullet in hia 
side. Ho succeeded in firing another 
shot, which slightly wounded the of- 
ficer, before he was overpowered. 


As Sicg-ler was being1 taken to tho 


patrol wagon threats of violence were 
heard on every Inind, and a number oi 
revolvers -were drawn by citizens who 
were anxious to get hold of tlio mur- 
derer. Repeatedly Stabler was struck 
by men whose interference could not 
bo prevented by the police. Siegler 
was at last placed in (lie wagon and 
tho horses were whipped into a gallop. 
At tho station lie made a statement. 
It was short, incolieient and indicative 
of insanity. He was aftcrvnu-ds taken 
to the hospital. The extent of liis 
wound is not known.

It was at- 
tended by nearly 600 of this class, and 
was in charge of LaBue Vrsdenburgh, Lf 
Springfield. "L. F. Lindsay led the sing- 
ing, with Allison Barnard organist. After 
several songs Mr. Vredenbnrgh made 
some remarks on the line of consecration, 
read a scripture leeson and offered 
prayer. After anotbor song Mr. Vreden- 
tmrgh said that the speakers assigned to 
this meeting represent two ot tbe great- 
eat agencies in spreading the gospel—the 
Y nng Men's Christian Association and 
tbe^Qhnatian Endeavor movement—and 
introduced State (SecretaryI.E. Brown, 
of the Y. M, O. A. Mr. Brown read 
portions ot scripture from tbe 13th and 
14th chapters of 1. Samuel as a basis for 
his remarks, and said: Every age has its 
crisis; but this age is the crisis for young 
men. First, because of the snares that 
are entangling the feet of our young men; 
second, because of the greed ot gold; 
durd, because of intemperance; fourth, 
jecanse of imparity—so many of the 
young men of ,to-Jay, and a large per 
sent ot them college students, leading 
mpnre lives. To meet this crisis be gave 
the following advantages: Opportunity; 
multiplied 
unions, associations 
fro-u 


which to der ve help; the doors of the 
world are being opened, for the carrying 
n of the gospel; every wall is down and 
every nation is open,affording missionary 
ields. Meat the opportunity by saving 
one soul, and overcoming "I can't" and 
substituting "I will." 


After einging a verse of "Onward, 


Christian Soldiers," Wm. MoNeill was 
ntrodnoed as representing the Endeavor 
movement. He based his remarks on 
.he words, "Work out ycur own salva- 
ion," and first called attention to tbe 
loaeessivD part o? his text. 
He then 


said: It is no small thing to be a ohris- 
,ian. 
It is the biggest thing in the uni- 


verse to be a Christian, Voltaire enid it 


as u preposterous thing to believe tbat 


one man uonld redeem the whole world 
rom sin. and that twelve ignorant men 
hould be given the 
commission to 


>reach the gospel unto all the world. 
Ie gloried in the fact that there are more 
Christian people to-day than|ever before, 
and thanked God lhac Voltaire was dead, 
le warned younj? men against the ont- 
lide evidences of Christianity. They had 
'aised more doubts and dogmas and oon- 
liating doctrines in bis mind than any- 
thing else. The place to find evidences 
of the divinity of chrietianty ia on the 
pages and between tbe lids ot the Bible 
—nowhere elso. He said there waa no 
use oC any young man being weak- 
Eneed; if he was so, he willed it so. Mr. 
UoNeill is en earnest speaker, and was 
iateued to intently throughout.

Soul, tbe meeting ended with benedic- 
tion by Bev. M. K. Trozell.
